(UPI) — Apollo 17’s astronau ts 
rocketed throu gh space today 
on the final and most difficu lt 
chapter of Am erica’s planned 
ex ploration of the moon, sailing 
smoothly despite an electronic 
failu re 
that 
delay ed 
their 
departu re 
by 
almost 
three 
hou rs and forced them to step 
u p their speed slightly . 
Noonday 
brightness 
briefly 
flooded Cape Kennedy at 12:33 
a.m . 
EST as their Satu rn 5 
rocket, 
tall 
as 
a 
36 -story 
bu ilding, roared off its lau nch 
pad 
and 
traced 
an 
orange 
comet trail into the sky toward 
a Su nday rendezv ou s with the 
moon. The moon landing is set 
for Monday . 
On the grou nd more than half 
a million people watched the 
blastoff, 
some of 
them hu n­ 
dreds of miles from the Cape. 
A last-second electronic cir­ 
cu it failu re delay ed the lau nch 
2 hou rs and 40 minu tes —-and 
threatened to postpone it for an 
entire month. Bu t techiiicians 
at the Cape and in Alabama 


worked ou t a way to by pass the 
fau lty gear and get the flight 
started safely . 
Despite its late start, Apollo 
17 was going so smoothly that a

fectiv eness. “ So m any of the

ciples,” he told The Freem an. 
Tu cker thinks the billions of 
dollars ex pended in the Apollo 
program was “ money ex trem e­ 
ly well spent, at least compared 
to

gram s.” 
“ We may not see the tru e 
v alu e of it for m any y ears,” 
he added. 
Tu cker said ne is “ equ ally 
anx iou s” to see the space shu t­ 


tle program u nderway , term ­ 
ing it a natu ral ex tension of the 
Apollo 
program . 
“ The 
space 
shu ttle will hav e a large v ariety 
missions, among them to stu dy 
the earth from an env ironm en­ 
tal point. We shou ld also be 
able to determ ine m an’s per­ 
form ance in space for ex tended 
periods of tim e.” 
Tu cker term ed the reu sable 
space shu ttle, “ the most eco­ 
nomic means of space ex plora­ 
tion.” 
Now im m ersed in his du ties

Tu cker has no plans to retu rn 
to the space program . He still 
m aintains a 
keen interest in 
the program and say s he will

The report was filed Nov . 27, 
1972, by H. Tu rner Graham, 
ex aminer in charge, with State 
Comptroller Arthu r Lev itt’s of­ 
fice and su bsequ ently released 
to the pu blic. 
Rowland M. Sharpe conclu d­ 
ed his last term as su perv isor 
Dec. 31. 1969, and the nex t two 
y ears inclu ded in the report had 
William Allen as town 
su per­ 
v isor, the incu mbent. 
The entire composition of the 
board, with the ex ception of 
Allen, who was in 1969 a cou n­ 
cilman, has changed du ring the 
past fou r y ears. 
One figu re that reflects a cer­ 
tain 
conserv ativ e 
anticipation 
of problems is the constantly 
increasing balance at the close 
of the y ear since Allen took 
office. 
From a 
balance 
of 
abou t 
$15 ,000 at the end of 1969 the 
cu shion has increased to some 
$23,000 in 1970 and abou t $5 3,000 
at the end of 1971. 
Some sev ere fiscal problems 
were ex perienced by the Town 
Board du ring the period cov ­ 
ered by the beginning of the 
au dit, as the period between 
Jan. 1 and the collection of tax 
rev enu e necessitated some bor­ 
rowing.

The association reportedly is willing 
to back the rev ision in au to insu rance 
laws, gu aranteeing prompt insu rance 
pay ment for losses regardless of what 
driv er is to blame, with one major 


prov iso. And that is no restriction on 
the right of inju red parties to su e for 
damages. 
Under laws in effect now in fiv e 
states su ch litigation is prohibited ex ­ 
cept in case of seriou s inju ry . 
And 
for good reason. One of the reasons 
why so many driv ers hav e su pported 
the no-fau lt concept is the crowded 
cou rt calendars that delay ed settle­ 
ment of cases for y ears and which di­ 
v erted to legal fees a good portion of 
the money awarded. 
Thu s the cu mu lativ e effect in states 
which hav e passed no-fau lt laws is 
that the barring of liability in most 
lawsu its cu rtails ex pensiv e litigation 
and redu ces insu rance costs. 
The trial lawy ers maintain the same 
effect wou ld be achiev ed with their 
proposal. 
It is their contention that 
most driv ers wou ld not press for addi­ 
tional damages if they su ffered only 
minor pain. 
The professors disagree. 
The professors assert that u nder 
the plan adv ocated by the trial law­ 
y ers, driv ers wou ld get prompt set­ 
tlement for tangible losses. 
Bu t this 
v ery settlement wou ld reliev e mo­ 
torists of pressu re for settling inju ry 
claims ou t of cou rt to av oid lengthy 
litigation. Thu s, it is felt, the cou rts 
wou ld be crowded again by tort liabil­ 
ity cases, insu rance rates wou ld go 
u p, and the pu blic wou ld be the loser.
